War Statistics

Mrs. E. C. Spokesfield has re-
ceived from ber son, Herbert, who
is in the ambulance section of the
89th division in Frapce, a most
interesting table of war statistics.
It gives the name and nuvmber of
every combat division, the date of
its arrival in France, place of
activities, the number of prisoners
and guuns taken, the advance made
and number of casualties.

From this table it appears that
the heaviest fighting was done by
the regular army, the first division
of which took part in the greatest
number of engagements and suffer-
ed the heaviest losses, This divi-
sion arriyed in France June 27,
1917, was engaged in seven sectors
and is now the army of occupation.
It advanced 51 kilometers, took
165 officers, 6304 men, and its
losses were 2303 killed in action,

The 35th division, made up of
Missouri and Kansas national
guards in which there were 8 num-
ber of Laclede boys, arrived in
France May 11, 1918, was engag-
ed in Wesserling, (erardmer,
Meuge-Argonne and Somme Dieue.
[t captured 13 officers, 764 men,
24 pieces of artillery, 85 machins
guns, and adyanced 12)2 kilo-
meters, Its losses were 05906
killed in action, 217 died of
wounds, 808 missing in action,
112 taken prisoners. Total casual-
ties, 1733.

The 89th division in which there
were also some Laclede soldiers,
arrived in France June 21, 1918,,
was engaged in four seetors, and
stands second in the opumber of
prisoners taken. It captured 192
officers, 4869 men, 127 pieces of
attillery, 455 machine guns and
advanced 36 kilometers. Only 4
of its men were taken prisoners,
Its total casualties were 1525.

The 92nd, the colored diyision,
arrived in Frapce June 19, 1918,
was engaged in the St. Die sector,
and its total casualties were 211,

The total casuslties of all com-
bat divisions is 27,763 killed in
action; 11,396 died of wounds;
14,649 missing in action; 2,785
taken prisoners; total, 56,592,
